DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Deferme in view of Petrak. 

Deferme discloses all the limitations of the claim except for having the vibration 
compensating piston having an inner surface resting against the piston rod. Petrak 
teaches a vibration absorbing piston that has a inner surface resting against the piston 
rod (see figure 5 piston 120). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to have the vibration compensating piston having 
an inner surface resting against the piston rod as taught by Petrak in the device of 
Deferme in order to prevent the piston from tilting with respect to the rod and binding 
against the inside surface. This would cause the vibration compensating function to no 
longer operate and thus render the device less capable.
